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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


We respectfully present to the inhabitants of the town, the following 
g Bennual report of our schools for the past year. ‘The school house in No. 
7 has been suitably repaired, leaving that in No. 8 the only one not in 
_ comfortable condition at the present time. 
_ Our aim has been to have three terms of ten weeks each; the excep- 
_ tions, which are noted in the statistical tables, were due to sickness or 
_ other local causes. As in previous years it has seemed best in some 
eases to furnish accommodations in neighboring ‘schools—a course 
which has not been determined wholly by the number of pupils, but also 
q by the opportunities for transportation and the advantages to be obtained 
in other localities. It is well known that larger schools offer many ad- 
vantages. Better teachers can be secured, greater unity of method and 
_ purpose attained, and increased interest onthe part of pupils assured. 
_ On the other hand there is a natural reluctance to having the old school 
‘ house vacated, and our children taken to more distant ones. ‘To adjust 
_ these conflicting interests is often the most difficult problem the school 
board has to solve. The past school year has been one of very satis- 
factory results. Nearly every teacher has deserved commendation for 
faithful and well directed work, and there hag been a commendable de- 
‘gree of unity in their support. There is an increasing willingness to 
picid individual preference to the general ood, for no school attains the 
highest success without the co-operation of all its patrons. Yet it 
would still further help the cause of good education if parents would 
“visit the schools more Rue e, and thus know by actual observation 
“what is being done for their childre 
¥ The true end for which our common schools are supported cannot be 
attained to its fullest extent except by prompt and regular attendance. 
yy yithout it a very large share of the possible benefits is lost. We would 
say to every pupil, be punctual in attendance; obedient and studious, 
and remain in school as long as possible. Many young people regret 
When too late that they did not better improve these privileges, for then 
hey could have obtained more desirable positions, and have avoided 
nany embarrassments with which they now meet. 
Every term given to faithful study will repay the effort a hundred fold 
“in after life. Regrets are the sure fruit of misspent time. 
. A liberal education is desirable for all, and as a great majority never 


“attend the academy, it is our duty to make the common schools as effi-

cient as possible. ‘They should be supported by a public sentiment. 
which is the outgrowth of careful study of all the interests involved. 
Let all work together for the highest educational development of our 
children, and the result will be as satisfactory to us as it is beneficial to 
them. Good progress has attended the grammar school dyring the year. 
The winter term was prolonged two weeks, partly by private subscrip- 
tion. We think it would be to the advantage of our more advanced 
scholars to avail themselves of the advantages of this higher grade school. |
